ORDER 

New Delhi, the 4th October 1971 

8.0. 3745.— Whereas by Order No. V-]30]7/l/71-P&D, dated the 19th April, 
1971, the Central Government (hereinglter reterred to a.s ‘the Governrnent’l, In 
■exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sc'’tion 6A of the Dock 
Workers (Regulation of Employment) Act, 1948 (9 of 1948) (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘the Act’) appointed Shri T. S. Sankaran, Joint Secretaiy in the MIni.stry of 
I.abour and Rehabilitation (Department of Labour and Epiploymenl) to inquire 
Into the working of the Madras Dock Labour Board (hereinafter referred to as 
‘the Board’) and to submit a report to Government; 

And whereas on consideration of the report submitted by Shri T. S, Sankaran 
on the 26th May, 1971, the Government was prima facie of opinion that the Board 
has made persistent default In the discharge of its functions and had in some cases 
exceeded its powers and in others abused its powers; 

And whereas under the provisions contained in the proviso to sub-section (1) 
of section 6B of the Act, the Government directed the Board vide Show Clause 
"Notice, No. V-13017/1 /71-P&D, dated the 17th July, 1971 to show cause by Ihe 6th 
August, la/l why the Board should not be superseded; 

And whereas the Board vide telex dated the 6th August, 1971 and letter No. 
1355/71-Al, dated the 12th Augu.st, 1971 communicated to the Government a Reso- 
lution passed at Its meeting held on the 5th August, 1971 to the effect that the 
Government be requested to drop the matter; 

And wherea.s minute.s of the meeting of the Board held on the 5th August, 1971 
stated that a member of the Board had s,uggested that the Government should be re- 
quested to supply to the Board a copy .of the report of Shri T. S. Eankaran and the 
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Govornment forwarded to the Board vide letter No. V-13017/1/71-P&D, dated tA<- 
21bt AuKUst, 11)71, a copy of the said report directing the Board to send its tinul 
reply to tjie Show Cause Notice by the 10th September, 1971 ut the latest and 
stipulating that If no reply was received by that date the Government would come 
to a decision on the material available; 

And whereas In his teller, No. 1,'),').1/71-A1, dated the 3rd September, 1971, the 
Deputy Chairman of the Board intlmaied to Ihc Government that a special meeting 
of the Board had been called on the 0th September, 1971 and Its hnal reply to the 
Show Cause No_tice would be submitted Government soon uim-catler; 

And whereas subsequently a telex was received from the Board on the Hlh 
September, 1971 saying that the meeting fixed on the 0th September, 1971 had been 
postponed to the 16th September, 1971, and that the final reply to the Show Cause 
Notice would be submitted soon after the meeting; 

And whereas by a telex dated the 17th September, 1971 the Board cominunicaled 
to the Government a Resolution No. 21/-1-71, passed at Its meeting held on the 
15th September, 1971 to the effect that the Minister of I,abour and Rehabilitation 
should be requested to receive a deputation from the Board; 

And whereas in ypite of adequate and reasonable opportunity haying been pro- 
vided to the Board to show cause why it should not be superseded, it has failed to 
furnish any reply to the Show Cause Notice on merits and has for one reason or 
the other been asking for postponement of the matter, the rcque.st for a meeting 
with the Minister for Labour and Rehabilitation for Aihich cV.vernment see no 
need or justification, being the latest example of such delaying tactics; 

And whereas after a careful stud.v and scrutiny of the matcLlal on record, 
namely the report of Shri T. S. Sankaran and the aforesaid letters and telex 
messages from the Board, the Government has come to the coi.iiusinn that ee"h 
of the lapses and omissions and instances of exceeding and abusing the powi-rs 
vested in the Board, as mentioned in the said Show Cause Notice, has been estab- 
lished and that the Board has persistentl,y made default in the discharge of its 
functions and in many case.s exceeded or abused its irowers; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
6B of the Act. the Government hereby supersedes the Board tor a periotl ut four 
months with effect from the date of publication of this Order in the Ornc'a] 
Gazette; 

And further, in exercl.se of the powers conferred by sid) ic'tion f2) of .section 
6B of the Act, the Government appoints Slni C. R. Govindari jun, General Manager, 
Madras Port Trust, to exercise all the powers and perform all 1hc functions which 
wore hitherto exercised or performed by the said Board.
